■omadeapar«te;a|a^jb|pi^«t the psople'a 
libertiei, and wili^be ^eminded that there 
wa* a King Juho onoo that had to grant 
Magna Charla. and a KingChitrlcs that ImJ 
to aabmit to decapitaiion. All these lliin;;^ 
wa dare lay Governor K>.'n'ie<iy i« by this 
lime prepared to hear— or if he is not will 
bave to be.' lie mnil bear bimaelf bravely ; 
and whan he is called a inonatar,a vampire, 
or any O'.her tbrillin;; and lomantic appella- 
tion that a fertile tninj may conjure up, he 
muit not be (righlened out of hia propriety, 
bai eat hii daily bread with a» much non- 
chalance ai thote terrible fira-ealeri who 
could diiooM Cftlmly and luxarionsly thai 
brealcfaat of " pistols and coQ..>e for two.*' 
We ourialvea hare occ^isionally sjmclhing 
to lay i;;ain9t Hi^ Exoellency'* adtnininlra- 
lion ; we did not like hia action on tbe Bat- 
xi8ler'« Bill, nor were we eapecially enamored 
of his recent mining regulations ; but we 
ran ajsare him for all that, that we do not 
regard him in the light of a murderer, a high- 
wayman, or even a "picker up ol inconiider- 
ate Iriflas." In lael we do not believe Ills 
Bxeellenoy is an enemy of the haman rica, of 
society, or ol VancouTDt liland. We say 
this adrisedly; although we are about to ob- 
ject to a third inatance of what we eoQcei*e 
in be gOTernment misapprebeotion. 

A commisaion hn* been appointed by Ilia 
Excellency to decide on a case of land di.i- 
pnte between Ihe government and a settlor in 
the Souke district, named Thompson. The 
ciieumstances of this case, so far as we can 
learn, are as fullowi: Thompson pre>empli a 
piece ofland in the ninil way, in Maiob,l863. 
lo April of the present year, he applies to the 
Land Office for a certitic-Jta of improvemenl. 
wiih the testimony ol Mr. Nagle and a Mr. 
Jones, a resident of Souke, to the eflect that 
the necessary amount bad been expended i n 
the land, Tbe. Land Office object* to Mr. 
Jones because it doetn't know Mr. Jones— 
or probably bec.iusc the Jones family is rather 
. large, and that it cannot pick out the Jones 
of Sooke, from amongst the number; it 
ther«fiire cilU upon .Mr. Tbonlpsoa to obtain 
tbe signature of a sentlomnn whose patrony- 
mic 11 mora Seotob in ttk oiigio, and more 
rare ia its application. We are not told why 
this name waa not obtained, more ihun the 
bint that there was a perfonal difficulty i.i 
the way; but wa are informed that the i:!ur- 
Teyor (Jencral told 1'hompson, wbeD tbe latter 
made his applicition, that it wls not noees- 
iary to pay bis instalment to ob- 
tain Ihe oertiftoato of improvement. Thomp 
■on again proceed* to the Land Office, on 
the 4th of the present month, rcaily to pay 
his instalment and prove his claim to the 
eertiSoate ; but this time bis title to tbe land 
is diapatej on the ground that ba had not 
prenoatly paid his instalment ; and that 
tba recent Pioclamatioi; in reference 
to reserves embraced the property he 
claimed. 

Such is the subitancc of the cs*o that will 
eoma under the eonaidoration of tha Com- 
mission. Whalsver may be the deoidiin of 
that body, of one thing we feel cerlnio, IhnI 
it is not ibe intsntioo of the Government to 
deal out ir.ju3lice to any iohabitant of the Is* 
land, and it ia with no view therefore to cast 
any reflection on the administration of Ilia 
Excellency, that we proceed lo show that on 
principle the recenl act complained uf is un- 
tenablo. The object .'ibovu ull others tvhich 
the Govcrmieul of a nuw counlry should aicii 
at is the settling up of the public liuida. The 
principle is in (act the only one upon which 
cnlonisiilion can be founded. To iodacc set- 
tlement, we bave, therefore, Ihoie liberal land 
systems which charaoteriso the Governments 
of the New World. We hare had large 
tracts of land actually given aviay on ih" 
American cmitineiit in order to attract an 
a;{ricullural population; aud llio (iovcrn- 
m;nis aoleJ wisely; for they knew that it 
was not l.tnd that made a country wealthy, 
but people. The Vaticouver Inland Ltnd 
ProclaniBiion was framed with this intent. — 
The aettlement of , the colony, not the 
peauniary interest of the Crown was 
ill olijecl. When Thompson, therefoie, look 
up Ibe land and entered upon it as a buna 

fide settler, he was earrying out tha intentiun 
af the Prociamaliun ; whan be wae ready to 
prove that he had expended aufHcicnt on the 
land to meet the requirements of the certifi- 
cate of improvement, in April last.Bno fuilttrc) 
in paying the inatalmant could evidently iii.« 
validate hia claim; for what he would bare 
been obliged to pay' a* an iDSialment woold 
be covered ten limes by the value placed on 
tbe property ; least of all could reasonable 
objectioji I)e taken when the man was willing 
and a6lc to pay the amount bolore it was 
deiB^ndud of him,— although sevetal moniln 
beniod the lime stipulated in the Proclama- 

^on. In tbii question, wa bava nothing to 
(]> with the cry railed about *'tha poor man." 
Whether Thompson was bordering on stnrva 
tioo or wealthy as a Rothschild, has as little 
to do with Ihs merits of the case as whellicr 
tha properly is valueless or worth the town 
lite of Victoria. The simple question at is- 
■ue is wbatbar. Tbdmpsbn can' prora that ba 
ba* bean a honafidt settler, and fulfil ad tha 
Ilipula'.ioDS of Ihn actj^in that respect. The 
mere fact aa we have sliown of his noo-pay> 
meni of iweoty-Qve or thirty dollars at a 
specified time, could not, under Iho above 
consideration, in Ibe slightest degree destroy 

bis tiile,.tj(«aiHll|t':»battib<taiiatj|ot^aen 
netifiad of any lueliiiaiuwquaoeei. When

Thompson's remiisnesa in not paying up his 
iiiilalment pnnotuully is by no muuiis un- 
pardonable. It was the faehiop to hare the 
seitleis in arrears id' tbair^iiiefalmentr 
for it was found very convenient when vo- 
ting day came cn ; and Mr. Pembettun, tic 
doubl tbrouph the force of hal\it, did net 
leem unduly anxious for ThompBon's inatnl- 
ment and to led the latter pentloman pro- 
bably to feel eosy on the matter. That the 
land sbeuld tarn out yalpable ie only what 
every letller'in a new country anticipate* 
when be undertakes the vicissitudes of a 
pioneer's life, and Thomnaon is no more 
lucky, lupposing the embryo town site cv(t 
lo pay for its survey, than thcxisands of ici- 
tlers in Canada or the neighboring Slates. 
At all .avanta wa would iooprees upon the 
Government the fact That permanent popolu* 
tion is what we want ; and if wo coald con- 
vert throe-fourths of our inhabitants lo mor- 
tow into hnna fide settlers by giving away 
the land, we would be creating sources ol 
revenue that would shortly pay the upsot 
priee over nud over r.gniii.

Mr. J. M. Foley, ono of the discoverers of the 
I.eech river digging.?, hns forwarded to the 
Government a report, be<jting dale yesterday 
morning, ia which he icconnla tho resnlus of 
hia obssivatioD during a prospecting tour 
from Muir's properly on the south aide of 
Sookc Inlet to Leech river. We have been 
permitted, through tho conrto-y of the Co- 
lonial Secretltry, to peruse the report. Mr. 
Foley etntea thai hu lound a fino valley wrii 
watered, the soil rich f,r imrieallural [imposes 
and eilan'iing ,N'. W. from .Muir'a to tlio 
head watera of Leech riv,ir. a distance of 
tan to twelve miles. 'I'lin valloy ia about 
two miles wide, bounded .S hy tho Con.it 
raoRQ and K by the rango of iiald Hills 
skirting tho Sooke river. Fine liinbor 
abounds, consisting of cedar, (one of which 
was seventy feel in circuuilereiice) Douglas 
pine, hemlock, aider, eilver pine and uiapla, 
ail of largo growth. .Mr. Foley pnspeclad 
several streain.s on iho w,iy lo Leech rivnr, 
finding strong coK is in Homu and nice pro.s- 
pecta in others, Hts believes lhal winter 
diggings could bo struck on iheso creeks, 
though at present water is scaice.

'• 10:30 — Observed the Alabama ateamiug 
out of Iho harbor towards the Federal steam- 
er Kearsar;;o. 

11:10 — Tho Alabunm commenced firing 
with her starboard battery, the distance be- 
tween the conlaiidiiig veasela being about one 
mila. Tho Kear.'sargo iiutnadiataly replied 
wilh her Btarlioard guns; a very sharp, 
spirited firing was then IcopI up, shot some- 
times being varied by shells. In mantruvering 
both vessels mado seven complete ciiclea at 
a diatancB of from a quarter to half a mile. 

"At twelve a slight intermission was ob- 
served in tho Alabama'fl firing, tbo Alabama 
making head sail and shaping her course for 
tbe Inud, dialanl about nine miles.
